The carpenters of the oity will go on
strike this morning. Ninety days ago
they notifled the smployera they would
expect an elght-hour duy commencing
April 1, and the employers have an-
nounced thelr determination of refus-
JAng to comply with the demand.

The longshoremen's unlon had Hkes
wine glven three months' notlce of
thelr demand for more pay, and If the
demand Is not met a strike will fol-
low, Whether or not the longahore-
men will Aind It necessary to strike has
not yot developed.

The oarpenter's strike Is the most
serlous labor condition that has cons
fronted the ity since the groat strike
of the fishermen, The carpenters’ unlon
Is well organlaed and maintaing close
relations with the other large organ-
lzations of the kind. The men deter-
mined to ask the shorter working day
only after careful consideration of the
question, and thelr stand will be quite
determined as that of the contmotors,
who aver they will steadfagtly refuse
to entertain the demand,

Yoeaterday when the carpenters
showed up for work the foreman of
each party of workmen gave final no-
tice of the determination of the men
to strike for the eight-hour day, In
every Instance, sa far ns could be
learned, the contructors notified the |
foremen they would not submit to the

conditlon Imposed by the unlon. He-

hours, they must pay them for the ad-
ditlonal hour's work.

The carpenters have carefully cons
widered the demand which becomen af«
fective thin morning, and If the con-
tractors adhere to thelr express  de-
termination the unlon men will themn~
nolvos engage In the business of bulld-
Ing. They have hads arrangements to
accopt contracts and to oarry en the
work under unlon regulations 'This
step will put them In position to ap-
poil to the publle and give them a do-
clded ndavutage, as union labor ls uni=
versally favored. This feature of the
situation Is the most favorable that has
yot developed.

The president of the longahoremen's
union sald yesterday the employers
had been given three months' notice
by the men of thoelr demand for more
pay.  Herotofore the longshoremen
have recelved 40 cents an hour for
siralght work and 50 cents an hour for
overtime, labor after 5 p. m. belng con-
sldered as that for which overtime
whould be pald, as well, of course, nm
holldayn,  The longehoremen want §0
cents an hour for strnlght work and 76
conts an hour for overtlime.
